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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  my  Annual  Report 
has  been  further  curtailed,  and  I have  been  asked  not  to  give 
certain  Statistics  as  in  previous  years.  As  mentioned  in  my  Report 
for  last  year,  services  in  connection  with  this  department  have 
been  expanding  and  are  expanding  while  modifications  are  con- 
tinually taking  place  in  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service.  More 
Evacuees,  official  and  unofficial  came  into  the  area  but  many 
evacuees  returned  home  voluntarily. 

More  women  have  been  doing  work  of  national  importance. 

The  Council  opened  its  first  War-time  Nursery  Centre,  at 
Coedely,  on  the  15th  September,  1941. 

In  December,  1941,  the  Government  introduced  a scheme  for 
supplying  Fruit  Juices  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  to  provide  for  the  Vita- 
min C and  Vitamins  A and  D requirements  of  all  children  under  2. 

At  the  beginning  of  1941,  the  Government  began  a Diphther- 
ia Immunization  Campaign  which  was  left  to  Local  Authorities  to 
carry  out. 

At  the  same  time  the  normal  work  of  the  area  went  on  except 
in  so  far  as  the  war  had  interfered  with  matters  chiefly  concerned 
with  Housing.  There  was  a consequent  increase  in  the  work  which 
was  cheerfully  undertaken  by  all  concerned. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  maintained,  but 
there  occurred  an  unfortunate  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  one 
locality.

A new  Clinic  Centre  was  opened  at  Church  Village  in  a mag- 
nificent building.  This  has  been  a tremendous  improvement  on 
the  old  building.  In  connection  with  this  Centre  an  Ante-natal 
Clinic  was  opened  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Llantwit  Far- 
dre.  Otherwise  the  Clinic  Centres  are  the  same  as  for  previous 
years.

NATIONAL  DRIED  MILK. 


1 regret  I have  had  many  complaints  concerning  this  milk. 
The  complaints  being  usually  (1)  that  the  child  was  vomiting 
after  every  feed,  and  (2)  that  the  milk  just  ran  through  the  child; 
and  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  mothers  to  try  this 
milk  in  many  cases  Another  cause  of  difficulty  was  that  many 
mothers  had  already  been  recommended  by  their  midwives  or  hos- 
pital authorities  to  try  dried  milk  other  than  N.D.M.  before  they 
ever  came  to  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic.  Furthermore,  they  could 
get  these  other  milks  without  the  bother  of  obtaining  and  filling 
up  forms  from  the  Milk  Office.  The  milk  continues  to  be  distri- 
buted through  the  Clinic  Centres.

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

Consulting  Obstetrician  : 

Professor  GILBERT  I.  STRACHAN,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S. 

The  services  of  Professor  Strachan  are  available  to  any  pros- 
pective mother  attending  any  of  the  Council’s  Ante-natal  Clinics, 
and  who  presents  any  complications  requiring  specialized  treat- 
ment during  labour,  at  her  home. 

This  service  may  be  arranged  only  through  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Provision  is  also  made  for  consultations  with 
Dr.  Strachan  for  women  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  and 
showing  signs  of  special  difficulty,  and  for  cases  of  puerperal  fever. 

Fever  Hospital. 

I must  again  emphasize  the  great  difficulty  in  working  this 
hospital  for  the  reasons  I have  mentioned  in  previous  Annual 
Reports.  Staffing  and  accommodation  difficulties  are  extremely 
acute. 
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Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

There  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  notified,  and  also  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Diphtheria, which  disease  chiefly  occurred  in  the  Gilfach 
Goch  area.  A large  number  of  these  cases  were  either  (a)  not 
Diphtheria  at  all  or  (b)  were  cases  sent  in  because  they  had  a pos- 
itive swab  of  the  nose  or  throat.  Owing  to  there  being  such  a 
large  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  1 had  to  reserve  the  hospital  for 
these  cases  only  and  even  then  many  cases  had  to  be  admitted  to 
outside  hospitals.  This  was  done  with  considerable  difficulty. 

There  was  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough  notified  and  similarly  of  Measles. 

There  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

With  regard  to  the  other  Infectious  Diseases  there  was  not 
much  difference  in  the  numbers  notified.

Active  Immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

The  above  Scheme  which  was  in  the  nature  of  a “ drive  ” 
in  diphtheria  immunization  on  the  part  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
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was  commenced  in  this  area  in  February.  Every  school  was  visited 
and  many  sessions  held  at  the  various  Infant  Welfare  Cilnics.  In 
consequence  of  this  “ drive  ” the  Ministry  supply  the  immuniza- 
tion material  free  of  cost.  Both  material  and  methods  differ  some- 
what from  those  that  have  been  employed  in  the  past.  A number 
of  children  who  commenced  treatment  were  schick  tested  to  see 
if  the  inoculation  had  been  successful.  There  are  occasionally  a 
few  cases  which  seem  unable  to  respond  to  the  treatment.

Smoke  Abatement. 

Nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  smoke  and  grit  from  the 
South  Wales  Electrical  Power  Company’s  Generating  Station  at 
Tonteg  still  causes  annoyance  to  the  inhabitants. 
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Housing. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  and  of  the 
more  urgent  demands  of  essential  war  work  some  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  getting  satisfactory  repairs  carried  out  to  dwel- 
ling houses,  and  the  housing  problem  is  becoming  more  acute. 
There  appears  to  be  little  hope  of  improvement  until  after  the 
war,  and  even  then  those  areas  which  have  suffered  heavy  war 
damage  will  undoubtedly  be  given  priority  in  the  matter  of  build- 
ing materials  over  the  more  fortunate  areas  which  have  suffered 
little  or  no  damage. 

A certain  amount  of  overcrowding  occurred  which,  under  the 
prevailing  conditions,  had  to  be  treated  with  tolerance. 

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

Bed-bug  infestation  remains  a problem  of  some  difficulty. 
During  the  year  11  Council  houses  and  14  other  houses  were 
found  to  be  affected  and  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide, 
followed  in  some  cases  by  the  use  of  liquid  disinfectants  (Izal, 
Killgerm,  See.)  insecticides  (zaldicides) . Successful  treatment 
depends  largely  upon  the  co-operation  and  perseverance  of  the 
occupiers  of  the  affected  houses.  In  most  cases  they  are  only  too 
anxious  to  help,  but  some  are  rather  indifferent  and  look  upon  the 
remedy  as  being  worse  than  the  complaint.  As  long  as  there  are 
people  of  llu'  latter  type  the  bug  will  remain  an  irritating  source 
of  sleepless  nights.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  licenced  producers  of 
Graded  Milk  in  the  district.  One  licenced  for  the  production  of 
T.T.  Milk  and  nine  for  Accredited. 

Meat  Inspection. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  inspection  of  butchers’  meat  158 
bacon  pigs  which  had  been  slaughtered  by  the  owners  for  their 
own  consumption  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Some  of  them 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis.  Usually  the  infection 
was  slight  and  localised,  but  in  one  large  pig  the  disease  was 
generalised,  all  organs  and  most  of  the  carcase  lymphatic  glands 
showing  tuberculous  lesions,  but  as  it  was  not  intended  for  sale  it 
could  not  legally  be  seized,  and  it  was  only  after  a good  deal  of 
persuasion  that  the  owner  eventually  agreed  to  surrender  the 
whole  carcase  and  offal.  This  is  not  an  isolated  case,  but  it  is 
sufficient  to  draw  attention  to  a weakness  in  the  law  relating  to 
meat  and  food  inspection  which  at  present  only  applies  to  food 
intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  In  my  opinion  power 
should  be  given  to  inspect,  and  if  necessary  seize,  any  unfit  part 
or  product  of  an  animal  intended  for  human  consumption,  irre- 
spective of  whether  it  is  for  sale  or  not.  Whatever  danger  there 
may  be  in  consuming  diseased  meat  is  no  way  reduced  by  the  ab- 
sence of  a monetary  transaction.
